The GCA Corporation of Bedford told 
town officials Tuesday they hoped to move 
swiftly to develop a 46-acre West Andover 
site, breaking ground in October and tak- 
ing occupancy in the spring of 1981. 

The parcel lies south of River Road, 
bordered on the east by Route 93 and on 
the south by Chandler Road. 

The session with the Industrial Develop- 
ment Commission revealed some “rather 
pervasive’’ wetlands that the firm had not 
been aware of, but they will meet infor- 
mally with the Conservation Commission 
Tuesday night, and could file a formal 
application with the board for a Sept. 4 
hearing. 

Community Development Director Rhys 
Kear said Tuesday he doesn’t foresee any 
serious problems with the wetlands, but 
that it might take some ‘‘good thinking”’ to 
fit design of the project to any constraints 


of the Conservation Commission. _ 

GCA had hoped to have their contractor 
on site yesterday to do preliminary work, 
and Kear said they could go ahead and 
mark trees, even cut downtrees and stake 
the lot, as long as they didn’t work within 
100 feet of the wetland areas. 

GCA is the world’s ‘‘premier supplier” 
of capital equipment that makes semi- 
conductors used in computers, 
watches,radios and the like. Among their - 
biggest clients are Texas Instruments, 
IBM and Fairchild. 

Company founder and president is 
Milton S. Greenberg, former chairman of 
the Andover board of selectmen. The 
move to Andover represents a “major ex- 
pansion’”’ for his firm. 

In addition to the 46 acres they hope to

Intertel May 
Be Neighbor 


Intertel, a Burlington-based firm which ° 
makes test equipment and control systems 
for large data communications networks, 
may become an across-the-street neighbor 
of CGA in West Andover. 

Firm spokesmen told the Industrial 
Development Commission Tuesday mor- 
ning that they have their eye on a 2l-acre 
spot in the southwest quadrant of the 
Technological Park. They. would abut 
Brundrett Avenue on the west, Chandler 
Road on the south, and a common access 
road with the proposed GCA complex to 
the north. 

Like GCA, they will likely have to design 
around wetlands, but Community 
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Development Director Rhys Kear said he 
doesn’t feel the problems are insurmoun- 
table. 

Harry S. Frandsen, vice-president for 
finance, said Intertel is “very, very in- 
terested in the site” because it would offer 
them one move for their entire operation. 
He said they anticipate building an 80,000- 
Square-foot building, to be ready for oc- 
cupancy next July. Phase II, he said, 
would bring the total square footage up to 
200,000 or 240,000. 

He said they have been considering 
another site nearer their present opera- 
tion (they rent two facilities in Burling- 
ton), but that it is far less attractive in 
terms of future expansion and the like. He

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Committee Seeks Flexibility, Quality 


By Tim Greene 

The first of three reports needed by the 
school building committee was provided 
last Thursday by the school committee, 
bringing the building project one step 
further along the long planning road. 

Members of the school committee were 
present to further explain their written 
answers to questions asked about their 
educational philosophy, and how it affects 
the facilities they would like to see built in 
Andover.

As she describ- 
ed it, a school would be a ‘‘great big shell 
with soundproof, movable walls.”’ That be- 
ing impossible, she said the school system 
needs a variety of educational space, in- 
cluding small-group rooms, large-group 
rooms and special purpose rooms such as 
shops, home ec. rooms, math labs and 
music rooms. 

She said she would like to see the 
elementary schools, which all teach 
similar programs, also have similar kinds 
of classrooms to teach them in. Too often, 
Vieham said, teaching method has been 
affected by the kinds of classrooms being 


taught in. Or as School Building Com- ~ 


mittee Chairman Ken Gropper put it, 
‘teaching has been a function of the space 
available.” 

Viehmann said the problem is not 
limited to the elementary grades. She 
cited cases of junior high math classes be- 
ing taught in cafeteries or auditoriums, 
and music classes being taught in the 
vestibule to Memorial Auditorium at 
East. Tutoring sessions, she said, have 
taken place in closets, furnace rooms, the 
corners of hallways and even in the ticket 
booth at West. Viehmann said it is not so 
much a question of overcrowding as it isa 
question of not enough of the right kinds of 
rooms. 

On the question of how many of the 
regional high school services they would 
like to see reproduced in the Andover 
system, the school committee replied that 
it was a matter of degree. The Andover 
system wants to provide a ‘‘sampler’’ of 
industrial arts and other technical 
courses, but it could not compete in terms 
of depth of training, Viehmann said. 
“They turn out machinists,’ Viehmann 
said of the Voke school, ‘‘we do not turn 
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out machinists.” 

Groper asked how the committee deter- 
mined what courses it would offer, and 
they said it depended largely on the 
number of students interested in a course. 
This was particularly true of academic 
classes where the indirect costs of 
teaching another course are minimal. It 


would be cheaper, for example, to buy 


books for one more English course than 
but the equipment necessary to run a 
metal shop. Minimum number enrolled to 
justify the forming of another course was 
set at 15. 

Course offerings tend to ‘‘proliferate at 
the junior highs where there areno study 
halls to cut down on the number of classes 
students take each day. As School Com- 
mitteeman Joseph Finn put it, ‘‘We’re not 
trying to be efficient as possible. We’re 
trying to have a quality system without be- 
ing extravagant with space.”’ 

Gropper asked for a definition of quality 
education. Finn said everyone might give 
a different definition. Building Committee 
member Frank Hill said the spectrum of 
quality education might span a spectrum 
of being a limited group of courses 
superbly taught to being a breadth of 
course offerings. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
suggested a quality system might be 
measured by how well students had 
mastered the ability to learn. While the 
diversity of courses offered might indicate 
a breadth of interest in the student popula- 
tion, the mastery of basic educational 
skills judges the quality of the education, 
he said. As he put it, the concepts of 
English may be just as well taught in an 
Elizabethan English course as in a science 
fiction course. The school physical plant, 
he suggested, should be large enough to 
offer diversity. 

Finn added that the quality of education 
could be measured by the quality of the ad- 
ministrators, teachers and department 
heads. And, to encourage the extend of 
student interests, minimum class size for 
a course has been set at 15, ten fewer than 
are in an average size class. 

The yardsticks for quality, as Clark saw 
them, were the willingness to teach 
courses with a minimum enrollment of 15, 
but also the worthiness of courses 
accepted. 

According to School Committeeman 
Donald Robb, attending his first official 
meeting since sworn in to the post, the 
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determination of what courses should be 
allowed, regardless of student interest, is 
a judgement for the school committee to 
make. The test a course should pass, Robb 
said, is ‘“‘will it help in future life in a way 
that will be valuable to the community?” 

Gropper asked if the school committee 
saw scheduling larger classes in the future 
to keep costs down. 

Finn advised that the school building 
committee not put too much stock in tax 
caps or tax revolts in planning the school 
system physical plant. He said he thought 
the quality of education would always 
come first. 

On the subject of auditoriums, the 
school committee said they were in favor 
of having them in all schools. Com- 
mitteemen said they were convinced of 
the importance of auditoriums by a recent 
report on their value written by High 
School Principal Phillip Wormwood. 

Architect Herb Glassman warned that 
the state-recommended size for school 
auditoriums was that they be large enough 
to seat half the student body. An 
auditorium could be large enough to ac- 
commodate the entire student body, as 
long as the capacity did not exceed 1000. 
Beyond that, he said, the school building 
assistance bureau might find the 
auditoriums unacceptable. 

Viehmann and School Committeeman 
John Eaton urged trying for the large high 
school auditorium which would exceed the 
size allowed by the SBAB. 

‘We want the auditorium,’’ Viehmann

Camp Ends On A Musical Note 


Camp Stepping Stone, a six-week 
summer program for multiply han- 
dicapped children, will present a musical 
show with skits tomorrow morning at 9:30 
in West Elementary School. 


The show is the final project of the 31 
children who attended the camp, which 
was sponsored by the Greater Lawrence 
Educational Collaborative. The public is 
invited. 


Taught by five special education 
teachers, the students at the camp receiv- 
ed occupational, speech, physical and 
recreational therapy. According to the 
camp's co-directors Bernice Pierce and 
Pamela McIntyre, Stepping Stone offered 
both an educational and a recreational op- 
portunity. 

Each student at the camp was taught ac- 
cording to his individual education plan, as 
designed by his classroom teacher during 
the regular school year. According to 


he 


Pierce and McIntyre, routine is the key to 
any activity the students engage in. Atten- 
ding the camp classes prevents them from 
losing ground on the things they learned 
during the school year. 


Classes include instruction in gross and 
fine motor skills and sign language. Called 
alternative communication, the sign 
language is a simplified version of 
American sign language. It is simplified 
because children who do not have the 
motor skills for speech generally lack the 
fine motor skills necessary for standard 
sign language. 


As part of the recreation program, each 
student went swimming twice a week at 
the Voke school pool. The camp also went 
on field trips to Salisbury Beach and the 
Children’s Museum of Science, had a 
luncheon at Valle’s Steakhouse and went 
bowling.

Local Produce 
At Its Best 


August is the month to enjoy the best of 
the Massachusetts grown summer 
harvest. Sweet corn, tomatoes and 
blueberries lead the list of best produce 
buys this month, says the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and Agriculture. 


Other good vegetable buys are zucchini, 
summer squash, green peppers, snap 
beans, eggplant, cucumbers, lettuces, and 
pickling cucumbers. In fruit, the leaders 
are peaches, plums, melons and summer 
apple varieties. — 

When the temperature climbs, cooks 
look for eash and cool ways to prepare 
meals. A salad of crisp native greens, slic- 
ed tomatoes and cukes, wedges of hard- 
cooked eggs and chunks of chicken is an 
ideal summertime main dish. You can 
also take advantage of specials on chicken 
for-stir-frying with green beans and 
summer squash or for serving cold, sliced 
with an herb seasoned mayonnaise or 
mustard sauce. 

Zucchini, summer squash and green 
peppers stuffed and baked with a mixture 
of cheese and rice are another easy low- 
cost main dish, or marinate cubes of these 
vegetables and fish in lemon juice, oil and 
soy sauce to cook over the coals. 

Native sweet corn can also be cooked 
over the grill, and any way you serve if, 
corn is one of our all-time favorite 
vegetables. 

Fresh corn and tomatoes can also be 
combined with chicken or ground beef and 
seasonings in a savory tamale pie for a 
low cost summertime main dish. 

The fresh fruits of the season are ideal 
for refreshing low calorie desserts. One of 
the most attractive and popular is a 
melange of fruits served in a scooped-out 
watermelon shell. 

Best buys at meat and poultry counters 
during August promise to be in pork, 
chicken and turkey, as supplies are es- 
pecially plentiful.

‘Knotty Problem’ To Be Resolved 


“I think a knotty problem is on it’s way 
to resolution,’’ Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark told selectmen Monday night as he 
relayed the plans George Chongris has 
worked out with the town to fill in much of 
the pond he dug in his gravel removal site 
on Blanchard Street.

Kear said he expected Chongris to sub- 
mit a subdivision plan for the site, 
probably sometime next spring, but Clark 
said he tought it would be difficult to 
market housing there, because the area is 
“heavily agricultural.’’ 

The plan to leave a drainage pond on the 
site is contrary to what selectmen insisted

on when they approved the re-issuing of 
Chongris’ permit. They said they wanted 
the whole thing filled in. Clark said the 
pond was necessary to control water 
runoff and protect properties downstream 
from the runoff. 

Also included in the plan was a proposed 
route for truck traffic to and from the site. 

Selectmen Norma Gammon and Susan 
T. Poore had reservations about the 
remaining pond. Gammon though it would 
still attract swimmers. Clark said the 
shallowness of the pond would encourage 
algae and other plant life to grow rapidly 
in and around the pond, and discourage 
bathers. 

Kear said Chongris agreed to park 
trucks and other earth-moving equipment

State Train 


Members of the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transit Authority (MVRTA) 
pledged unity Thursday, and agreed to 
look to the state for funding of rail bed 
repairs needed before commuter rail ser- 
vice can begin in the region. 

MVRTA Chairman Robert J. Leblanc, 
who is also Methuen town manager, called 
for the vote of unity to reassert the 
solidarity of the group after Andover 
acted on its own to speed the approval of 
an MVRTA application for federal funds. 


It appeared Thursday that state funding 
might be available which would preclude 
the need for the federal funds, but that 
was not certain. The MVRTA voted to pur- 
sue both means of funding. 

The apparent lack of solidarity among 
the MVRTA members started when the 
federal Urban Mass Transit Authority 
(UMTA) officials said their review of an 
MVRTA application for a $1.2 million 
federal grant would be delayed until Oc- 
tober or November. Review had been ex- 
pected by September. 


UMTA officials, due to dwindled funds, 
have to wait for the beginning of their next 
fiscal year, Oct. 1, to consider grant 
applications. 

George Kachen, chairman of Andover’s 
commuter rail study committee, became 
impatient with the delay, and called An- 
dover State Rep. Gerald Cohen for help in 
expediting matters. Cohen set up a 
meeting between Town Manager Jared S. 
A. Clark and state transportation 
secretary Barry Locke. Clark is Andover’s

But Outbreak Over 


More Salmonella 
Tests Positive 


With five more added to the list this 
week, the number of positive tests for 
salmonella rose to 31, although Andover 
health officials said the outbreak which 
started at Phillips Academy is over. 

Those persons who tested positive this 
week included children of the P.A. faculty 
who had earlier tested positive. No new 
cases of persons showing symptoms of the 
disease have been reported since July 30, 
according to Rhys Kear, community 
development director. 

Kear and Health Director Theodore 
Tyler said physicians at Phillips Academy 
diagnosed salmonella cases in the P.A. in- 
firmary on July 27, and alerted state and 
local health officials. The following Tues- 
day, July 31, town and P.A. health staffs 
and Richard Albanese, state 
epidemeologist, tested all persons who 
had SHdwWr"syhiptbin's™ oF 


poisoning: vomiting, diarrhea, cramps 
and fever. They also checked the possibili- 
ty of the food establishment being con- 
taminated. 

All food handlers who had shown symp- 
toms of the desease were taken off duty 
immediately and tested. Four food 
handlers were still out this week because 
they tested positive. They cannot return to 
work until they test negative twice con- 
secutively, with each test being given 
about a week apart. 

On Aug. 3, when the first lab reports 
were returned, and no new cases had been 
reported, the outbreak appeared to be con- 
trolled, according to Tyler. The decision 
was made to allow the food service 
facilities to stay open.

Selectmen Norma Gammon and 
Edward M. Harris said they did not want 
Rancourt on the study committee.

Clark said he would chose three more 
members for the committee, who have no 
apparent advocacy position, and expand 
the work of the committee to include 
items such as the impact various uses of 
the gym might have on abuttors. 


But, Clark said, because of inherent

voting representative on the MVRTA. 

The list of those invited to the meeting 
grew to include UMTA representatives 
and representatives from the 
Metropolitan Boston Transportation 
Authority (MBTA). Clark said he 
recognized the meeting was growing in 
proportions and brought LeBlanc. 

LeBlanc said UMTA officials apparently 
became offended by Kachen’s attempt to 
speed things up, and began to raise objec- 
tions to MVRTA plans for commuter 
trains. 

‘Knives were sharpened and guns were 


drawn before we walked into the office,’’ 
LeBlanc said. 

UMTA officials said MVRTA train ser- 
vice might go under financially, leaving an 
unretrievable federal investment in the 
trains. UMTA suggested commuter buses 
instead, according to LeBlanc. If a com- 
muter bus service went under, at least the 
investment in buses could be transferred 
to another federally funded transportation 
project, they reasoned. 

LeBlanc said he realized things were go- 
ing badly at the meeting and tried to bring 
it to an end as soon as possible. According 
to Clark, ‘‘LeBlanc’s presence stopped 
things from going awry.”’ 

LeBlanc said he believed funding can 
still be available for the track repairs by 
January 1980, ‘‘but it can’t be done if we 
allow mixed signals to be generated from 
the region.’’ The solidarity statement, ac- 
cording to LeBlanc, is to insure that only 
one set of signals comes from the 
MVRTA. 

Kachen said he was not convinced that 
trying to ‘‘get things moving”’ in the way 
he did was wrong. He said he decided ‘‘not © 
to just sit back and accept, but to see if I 
could get things moving a little faster.”’ 

Kachen said he thought it was valuable 
to get things out in the open. ‘‘Why didn’t 
all this come out before?’’ he asked, 
referring to UMTA’s reservations about 
train service. 

Kachen said he supports the policy of un- 
ified action voted for by the board. 

The new source of funding for the train 
track repairs is the state budget. In it, $3.4 
million has been appropriated for sub- 
sidizing the operating costs of commuter 
rail service. According to the MVRTA’s 
interpretation, some of those funds could 
be applied to the track repairs needed in 
the Merrimack Valley. The work would be 
classified under the operating cost 
category ‘‘maintenance of line,’’ since the 
line is established, but in disrepair. 

It is possible, according to LeBlanc, that 
if the MVRTA qualifies, the state funds 
might be available before the federal 
grant funds would. 

The federal grant, administered by 
UMTA, would classify the train bed 
repairs as a capital expense required to 
establish commuter rail service. Accor- 
ding to Kachen, the cost to Andover would 
be the same no matter which grant is us- 
ed. 

The difference between the two, accor- 
ding to Clark, is that the state grant would 
only attract 50 percent federal participa- 
tion. The UMTA grant would be 80 percent 
federally funded. The UMTA grant, Clark 
said, would reduce state participation and 
so help keep down local property taxes. 

LeBlane said he expected word about

Editorial Comment 


Who Should Know 
How Much, When 


One of the most curious aspects of the outbrea'; of 
Salmonella food poisoning at Phillips Academy this 
summer is the way the news reached the ‘‘outside.”’ 

It came by anonymous phone call to the press last 
Wednesday — the very day that the 824 summer 
students departed Andover for the four corners. 

While this particular strain of Salmonella (Strain D 
Enterititis) is seldom fatal, and while the ‘‘outbreak”’ 
never reached epidemic proportions, several facts re- 
main that lead us to believe the community at large 
should have been informed, officially and sooner: 

@ Salmonella can be caused by eating eggs or meat 
that are undercooked, but this strain can also be com- 
muted from one human being to another. 


@ At least 50 students reported that they had the 
symptoms — vomiting, diarrhea, headaches, fever, 
nausea. 


@ At least 30 cases were positively confirmed. 


@ At one point the closing of summer session was even 
considered by town and academy officials. 


@ Finally, parents of all summer session students 
were sent one of three letters notifying them of the out- 
break. Those whose youngsters had had the symptoms 
or the poisoning itself were urged to follow-up with their 
own doctors; others were told what symptoms to watch 
for in case they should still surface. 


Now, town officials were notified by the academy on 
the day the first cases were confirmed by the state 
Communicable Disease Center, and they indicate that 
the PA health staff handled the situation well. They’re 
to be applauded for suspecting Salmonella in the first 
place (symptoms are similar to many viruses and flus), 
for following up with state lab tests at a considerable 
expense to the school, for informing students without 


frightening them and for monitoring suspected student 
carriers. 

So does the town health staff deserve praise for 
responding to PA’s call and monitoring the food handl- 
ing at The Commons (even though the food service 
center has never been pin-pointed as the starting place, 
several food handlers with symptoms were removed 
from their jobs for further tests, and the Commons has 
been tagged the “‘logical’’ place of origin. 

What we question, however, is the decision not to in- 
form the townspeople of the outbreak. 

We’re less convinced than the Community Develop- 
ment director, for one, of the ‘‘relatively closed’’ nature 
of the school and of the unlikelihood that the outbreak 
could have been carried off campus. 

Summer students were interacting with townspeople 
daily in Center stores and ice cream parlors, on the 
streets, at the pond, in private homes. To the best of our 
knowlege, faculty members and their families con- 
tinued to see friends off The Hill and academy 
employees, plus a handful of day students, came and 
went as usual. 

We feel that residents, given full and accurate infor- 
mation, would neither have a) panicked nor b) accused 
officials of ‘‘crying wolf’’ and then ignored a real 
epidemic at some future time. Both were cited by town 
spokesmen as reasons for keeping the outbreak under 
wraps. . 

On the contrary, it’s the lack of information, perhaps 
even an attempt at hushing up the situation, and the sur- 
reptitious call that concern us. 

In a nutshell, we feel that townspeople deserve the 
courtesy of receiving the same information regarding a 
possible hazard to their health, and the some opportuni- 
ty to follow-up, as summer session parents. 


Signs Of The Times 


Oh, the ironies of the Energy Crisis. At this point in 
the summer shortage seesaw, at least one station has 
been posting a sign that it is, of all things, ‘‘Open for 
Gas.”’ 

Note, also, the rush to return to the bulky, woodbur- 
ning stove of New England gone by (see July permits, 
page 6), as a hedge against skyrocketing heating fuel 
costs or, even worse, a real home oil shortage. 

Energy experts we don’t claim to be, but we would 
echo the concern of Building Inspector William Meins 
that some residents might install unapproved stoves in- 
correctly, even dangerously, and without the ‘‘benefit’’ 
of a $15 permit from his office. 

The permit, Meins insists, is REQUIRED. Along with 
it goes some free advice and a follow-up inspection to 
see that it’s installed correctly. The stove must carry a 
label certifying that it was approved by one of the 
testing labs accredited by the State Building Code Com- 
mission, and it must be installed according to state

regulations regarding distance from walls and ceilings, 
floor materials, stove pipe, chimneys and the like. 

Meins has the right of entry — without a warrant even 
— into any house he suspects of having an illegal stove, 
and he says he’s prepared to take violators to court, if 
necessary. Alas, that would cost the taxpayers, as well 
as the homeowner who might end up spending more in 
court than he would have saved in fuel. 

Furthermore, Meins would be ‘‘very surprised”’ if an 
insurance company would pay off on a fire that was 
started by a stove improperly installed. 

Somehow, it all seems worth the $15 permit and we 
would hope that all stove-buyers would take advantage 
of the ‘‘insurance’’ it offers. 

Meins also recommends the booklet, ‘‘Wood Stove 
Installation,’’ which tells ‘‘all you ever wanted to know

across entrances to the property to keep 
out trespassers in cars. 

Poore was worried that Chongris might 
some day deed the land with the pond on it 
to the town. There was no mention of such 
plans in a letter to the town from 
Chongris’ lawyer, Clark said. The letter 
outlined the agreements CLongris and the 
town had reached. 

If Chongris fills in the pou. to the extent 
promised before his gravel vemoval per- 
mit is re-issued, he can leave a $15,000 
bond to cover the work he says he will do. 
This is the sum he paid originally. 


If the permit is re-issued before he fills 
the pond in, the bond will be $60,000, accor- 
ding to Clark. 

Poore praised Clark and Kear for bring- 
ing the problems with the gravel removal 
site closer to a solution, likening the task 
to ‘‘threading the eye of a needle with a 


camel.”

WASHINGTON -- In the 
privacy of the Oval Office, 
President Carter has 
regained his composure. Our 
White House sources say he 
appears to be relaxed and 
confident. 

He was buoyed, they say, 
by his recent reception in 
Bardstown, the small Ken- 
tucky coal town. His Doctor 
of Imagery, Gerald 
Rafshoon, also gave him an 
“A” for his latest press con- 
ference performance. 

The president has stated 
privately that the road to re- 
election lies in the hustings. 
So he intends to continue his 
political pitch to the people 
over the heads of the Wash- 
ington elite. 

But we get a different 
reading from political lead- 
ers. They doubt that the 
presicent can disassociate 

imself from the Washing- 
ton establishment he used to 
badmouth, but now heads. 
They also believe his attacks 
on Congress will backfire. 

This worked for Harry 
Truman. But the late presi- 
dent assailed a Republican 
Congress. Carter’s own 
Democratic party now con- 
trols Congress. So the voters 
may decide to elect a presi- 
dent who can handle 
Congress. 

Carter’s relations with 
Congress, meanwhile, are 
even worse than the press 
has reported. In the coming 
year, 276 Democratic con- 
gressmen and 24 Democrat- 
ic senators must face the 
voters. We haven’t talked to 
one of them who wants 
Carter on the ticket.

The advertising 
value should be worth a mil- 
lion bucks. 

On the first day of the 
Olympics, for example, the 
torch runner will officially 
open the games. The eyes of 
the world will be upon him, 
thanks to satellite television. 
And he will be wearing a 
uniform bearing the logo of 
Asics of Osaka. 

WATCH ON WASTE: A 
few months ago, we report- 
ed that officials in a little- 
known government agency 
had turned on the tax-dollar 
tap to water the plants in 
their offices. The agency had 
doled out thousands of dol- 
lars to a private plant-care 
firm. Recently, Sen. James 
Sasser, D-Tenn., decided to 
find out how much other 
government agencies are 
paying for the greening of 
their offices. During a three- 
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year period, the senator 
found, 26 agencies spent 
more than $850,000 on the 
care and feeding of their 
plants. An angry Sasser has 
now introduced legislation 
that would force bureau- 
crats to water their own 
ferns. 

WRONG TOES: Rep. Dan- 
iel Mica, D-Fla., recently 
called a town meeting in his 
district. When he arrived, he 
found himself the only per- 
son in the room. The Postal 
Service, it seems, had 
neglected to mail 20,000 
invitations to Mica’s constit- 
uents. A red-faced postmas- 
ter cited “clerical error,’ 
and vowed he would person- 
ally see that the congress- 
man’s mail is delivered in 
the future. Mica, meanwhile, 
has called for an investiga- 
tion of the Postal Service.

eating at the dining hall, about 100 were 
tested for salmonella, and about 50 showed 
symptoms which could have been caused 
by other illnesses, such as viral infections. 

Tyler said it was not a “‘sizeable out- 
break.’’ ‘It’s an outbreak,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
it’s not necessarily pin-pointed to the food 
service.”’ 

P.A. administrators have sent letters to 
the parents of all students who attended 
Andover Summer Session, telling them of 
the outbreak and warning of the symp- 
toms, Kear said. 

Health service offiicials monitored food 
handling techniques at the academy ‘“‘to 
provide that extra measure of double 
checking,’’ Kear said. 

Salmonella, Tyler said, is mainly spread 
by fecal/oral contact, such as a food 
handler who did not wash his hands after 
going to the bathroom. ‘‘It’s something 
that’s around all the time,’”’ he said. 

“Tt certainly wasn’t an epidemic,’’ he 
added. ‘‘If it was an epidemic, we certain- 
ly would have come forward with a public 
statement. You don’t cry wolf every time 
you get a problem.” 

Kear praised the P.A. medical staff for 
acting promptly and effectively in con- 
trolling the outbreak. ‘‘They were on top

purchase from Arkwright-Boston, they 
have an option on the 30 acres adjacent to 
the north. 

Ephraim Radner, senior vice-president 
of finance, led Tuesday morning’s delega- 
tion, which also included the architect, 
contractor, consultants and brokers. 

Radner emphasized that the 300,000- 
square foot structure GCA hopes to build 
would be attractive, non-polluting, quiet 
and clean, ‘‘as it must be to make equip- 
ment that sells for $500,000 a copy.” 

He said the ‘‘gear’’ is expensive because 
it is made by ‘‘expensive”’ engineers and 
designers. 

“These are the kinds of people, he said, 
‘‘we will be bringing to this town and hir- 
ing from this town.” 

He said the work force of 900 would be a 
blend of some of their present people, plus 
many more hired once they open here. 

He said they had chosen the Andover 
Technological Park ‘‘because it’s attrac- 
tive.”’ 

We will do our part to make it attractive 
and keep it attractive,’’ he said, adding 
that they expect to have many “high level 
visitors.” 

He said they selected the specific 
acreage because it’s high, with good 
visibility from I-93. 

Radner added that outsiders wouldn’t 
get the impression there was ‘“‘a lot going 
on’ at the location. He said the plant 
would be ‘‘busy in it’s own quiet way.” 

The major traffic in and out of the area 
would be cars, not trucks, he said. 
Deliveries would be made by only two or 
so trucks every week, with one truck 
departing with the expensive products 
every two days. Radner said they finish 
about four a week. 

GCA has chosen the architectural firm 
of Jung/Brannen Associates, who have 
done the Wellesley and Unicorn office 
parks. 

Crawley Cooper of that firm said GCA 
plans to develop only 30 of the 46 original 
acres, leaving a large wooded buffer 
between the plant and Chandler Road 
residences at the south end of the in- 
dustrial area. 

He said they planned a new, divided 
access road down from River Road, at the 
west edge of their site. He said a road for 
emergency fire access would go on 
through to Chandler Road, but that they 
would not encourage through traffic. 

The three-story, main entrance would 
probably be brick, he said, attached to a 
large, one-story building with 15-foot 
ceilings and brick towers at intervals to 
house air conditioning and such. 

The building would be designed, he said, 
so it would look like many buildings from 
the outside instead of one large one. 

He said that a road around the plant 
would be tree-lined, with loading docks 
tucked in at the rear of the building. Plans 
also call for parking for 978 cars, in lots 


that are terraced and planted, with a 


| green buffer! between the cars and the en- 


trance building. 

Radner noted that ‘‘we set a great store 
in trees,’ and Cooper added that ‘‘if we 
find some really gorgeous trees, why not 
try to save them?”’ 

The spokesmen said they feel the 
necessary utilities are all available. They 
anticipate bringing electric power un- 
derground from Chandler Road, with 
water, gas and telephone coming along the 
proposed new access road. Sewers would 
probably come in from I-93. 

Radner emphasized they would be using 
a “fast track’’ construction approach, 
once they get conservation approval, to 
stay on schedule for a spring of ’81 open- 
ing. He said they may use factory-made 
walls instead of the conventional brick- 
and-mortar type, in the interest of time. 

“We will be good citizens and good 
neighbors,’’ Radner concluded. ‘‘We will 
be doing a lot for the town above routinely 
paying taxes.”’

Sales Up 


Raytheon Company today reported 
record results for both the second quarter 
and first six months of this year. It was 
the 27th consecutive quarter in which 
sales and earnings exceeded those of the 
Same quarter of the previous year.

Tuesday they tested for algae as well. 

Kear said anabaena, when it decom- 
poses, produces a toxin that is potentially 
harmful to both livestock and humans. If 
ingested, it could cause vomiting and 
‘considerable discomfort.’’ 


State law requires that a body of water 
containing anabaena be restricted. Kear 
said they will continue to monitor Pomps, 
to see if the algae content changes. 


.Meanwhile, he is ordering a full 
chemical analysis of the pond, to see 


what’s happening in terms of biochemical 
dynamics. 

He said the algae growth has possibly 
been caused by excessive nutrients from 
storm water runoff. He said the Ree Park 
is a very organic area, as is the bottom of 
the pond. 

Pearson added that the department 
“sure has had a lot of bad luck’’ this 
summer, with vandalism at both the pond 
and Rec Park.
